TO  THE  WORSHIPFUL  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS 
OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SWINTON  AND  PENDLEBURY 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  it  is  my  privilege  and  responsibility  to  comment  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
during  the  past  year.  The  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  in  Circular  1/61,  and  contains,  therefore,  all  the  routine  yardsticks  of  the  state  of  the  public 
health  which  are  calculated  from  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths  and  the  notification  of  certain 
diseases.  Valuable  and  time-honoured  though  these  statistics  undoubtedly  are,  they  leave  un¬ 
answered  many  questions  we  would  like  to  ask  :  they  tell  us  nothing  about  the  amount  of  morbidity 
in  the  town  during  the  year  ;  how  much  ill  health  and  incapacity  for  work  was  caused  by  bronchitis, 
for  example  ;  and  how  much  by  coronary  thrombosis.  You  will  look  in  vain  for  any  statistical 
assessment  of  rheumatism  in  this  report,  though  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  through  the  operation  of  the 
Acute  Rheumatism  (Amendment)  Regulations  1959,  Local  Health  Authorities  and  the  Medical 
Research  Council  will  in  time  accumulate  useful  information  bearing  upon  the  onset  and  incidence 
of  this  disease  and  the  degree  of  incapacity  it  gives  rise  to. 

To  acknowledge  the  limitations  of  the  set  of  tools  we  are  provided  with  is  by  no  means  to 
say  that  they  are  unsuited  to  the  job,  and  you  will  find  much  material  for  thought  in  the  pages 
which  follow.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  the  most  sensitive  available  yardstick  of  the  state  of  health 
of  a  community,  stood  at  23.0 — an  improvement  on  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years  (24.6), 
but  still  rather  higher  than  the  national  rate,  which  at  21.7  was  lower  than  ever.  Out  of  503  deaths 
attributed  to  the  Borough  during  the  year,  83  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  — 
cancer  of  the  lung  (25),  bronchitis  (34),  pneumonia  (17),  and  others  (7).  The  death  rate  in  Swinton 
and  Pendlebury  from  cancer  of  the  lung  (0.62  per  1,000)  was  25%  above  the  national  rate  (0.48)  ;  in 
view  of  this  it  seems  appropriate  to  reiterate  the  point  I  made  in  my  report  to  you  three  years  ago, 
that  since  there  is  a  clear  cut  relationship  between  cigarette  smoking  and  the  development  of  this 
disease,  every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevent  young  persons  from  taking  up  the  habit.  Tuberculosis 
is  one  disease  about  which  our  statistical  information  is  pretty  complete,  and  it  is  gratifying  not  only 
to  note  the  downward  trends  in  both  the  incidence  and  the  death  rate  but  also  to  realise  that  there 
are  only  197  cases  currently  on  the  Health  Department  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  report. 
Six  years  ago,  at  the  end  of  1955,  there  were  263  cases  on  the  register.  Many  of  these  people  are 
going  out  to  work  and  have  every  prospect  of  making  a  complete  and  permanent  recovery,  thanks 
to  modern  methods  of  treatment.  For  the  twelfth  successive  year  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria, 
and  for  the  second  year  running  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis — thanks  to  immunisation  and  vaccination. 
There  was  rather  more  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever  than  in  recent  years,  and  a  considerable 
number  (410)  of  cases  of  dysentery. 

On  the  environmental  side,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  part  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956 
relating  to  Smoke  Control  Areas  is  soon  to  be  implemented  in  the  Borough  with  the  coming  into  force 
of  the  first  of  the  Council’s  Smoke  Control  Orders.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  undue  difficulties  will  not  be 
experienced  as  the  result  of  the  use  of  this  permissive  power,  but  that  successive  Smoke  Control 
Orders  will  be  made  to  include  more  and  more  of  the  area  of  the  Borough.  Any  contribution  to  the 
improvement  of  the  quality  of  the  air  we  must  all  breathe  will  be  a  contribution  to  the  health  of 
the  citizens  of  the  town. 

In  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  aged  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  building  of  the  Moorfield 
bungalows  during  1960.  This  group  of  30  pleasant  labour  saving  bungalows  is  adjacent  to  a  County 
Council  home  for  the  aged  and  infirm,  and  it  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  warden 
and  her  staff  to  give  to  the  tenants  of  the  bungalows  that  degree  of  supervision  and  oversight  which 
their  condition  merits  and  to  ensure  that  they  are  provided  with  all  necessary  services.  Each  bungalow 
is  connected  to  the  old  people’s  home  by  a  call-bell  for  use  in  an  emergency.  There  is  also  a  communal 
unit  providing  facilities  for  social  activities  and  laundry  equipment.  Schemes  similar  to  this  will  be 
needed  on  an  increasing  scale  because  of  the  increasing  number  of  aged  persons  in  the  population, 
particularly  those  living  alone,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  another  scheme  (of  flatlets  with 
warden  giving  supervision)  is  planned  for  the  Richmond  Street  area. 

Before  concluding  this  brief  introduction,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  Mr.  A.  Gillibrand  and  the  staff  of  the  Department  during  the  year,  of  the  co-operation  of 
other  Corporation  Departments,  and  of  the  support  and  confidence  shown  by  the  Health  Committee 
and  by  the  Council.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  area  of  the  Borough  is  3,363  acres.  The  Borough,  which  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
abuts  upon  the  Whitefield  U.D.C.  and  the  Borough  of  Prestwich,  where  for  four  and  a  quarter  miles 
the  River  Irwell  constitutes  the  North  Eastern  boundary.  On  the  Eastern  and  Southern  sides, 
Salford  and  Eccles  are  our  neighbours,  and  the  Folly  Brook  divides  the  Borough  from  Eccles.  The 
Sindsley  Brook  forms  most  of  the  Western  boundary  between  Eccles  and  Worsley,  and  North  of  this 
the  boundary  continues  with  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley  up  to  the  Irwell  again. 

The  highest  point  of  the  Borough  is  in  Clifton  at  the  Kearsley  boundary  where  the  contour 
is  306  feet  above  O.D.,  and  the  lowest  points,  in  the  North  at  Park  House  Bridge  being  99  feet,  and 
Folly  Brook  near  Birch  Road,  being  90-36  feet  above  O.D. 

The  general  configuration  of  the  land  is  that  of  an  escarpment  formed  along  the  A666  Road* 
falling  steeply  into  the  Irwell  Valley  North  Eastward  and  gradually  to  the  South.  The  sub  soil  is 
primarily  marl  on  clay  with  scanty  top  soil  and  pockets  of  sand  cropping  out  in  the  Agecroft  Area. 

POPULATION 

The  Census  of  1931  gave  a  population  of  32,761,  and  in  1951  a  population  of  41,294,  a  rise  of 
8,533  persons.  The  mid-year  population  for  1960  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was  40,450 
persons. 

OCCUPATIONS 

The  town  contains  three  coal  mines,  several  large  cotton  mills,  two  iron  foundries,  a 
magnesium  metal  works,  a  very  large  battery  manufactory,  a  tile  and  pottery  works,  two  large 
timber  merchants,  five  building  contractors’  premises,  brass  founders,  engineers,  and  a  large  elec¬ 
tricity  generating  station. 

These  industries  employ  much  local  labour,  both  male  and  female,  and  in  addition  large 
numbers  are  engaged  in  commerce  in  the  City  of  Manchester,  and  in  the  many  factories  of  the  Industrial 
Estates  of  Trafford  Park. 


BIRTHS  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1960  was  653  (352  males  and  301  females)  as  compared  with 
641  in  1959.  This  gives  a  live  birthrate  of  16-1  per  1,000  population,  which  is  higher  than  the  rate 
for  the  previous  year  (15-9),  and  the  average  rate  of  14-1  for  the  five  years  1955/59. 

STILLBIRTHS  (See  Table  I) 

The  stillbirths  numbered  21.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  31-2  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  as 
compared  with  19-9  in  1959,  and  23-3  in  1958. 
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INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

During  1960  there  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  23-0  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  12-5  in  1959.  The  average  rate  for 
the  five  years  1955/59  was  24-6,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21-7. 

The  neo-natal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occuring  in  the  first  month  of  life,  were  8, 
giving  a  neo-natal  mortality  of  12-3  per  1,000  live  births,  as  against  6-2  for  1959. 

The  causes  of  death  in  the  first  year  of  life  were  :  prematurity  6  ;  congenital  malformation  4  ; 
cerebral  haemorrhage  1  ;  and  other  causes  4. 


DEATHS  (See  Tables  I  to  IV) 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  503,  compared  with  488  in  1959.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  12-4  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  12-1  in  1959.  If  the  death- 
rate  for  the  District  is  to  be  fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it 
should  be  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General’s  “comparability  factor”  (1-20  for  Swinton  and 
and  Pendlebury  in  1960)  to  give  the  “  adjusted  ”  deathrate  of  14-9  per  1,000  population.  This  factor 
takes  into  account  the  differing  age  structure  of  the  populations  in  different  districts  and,  in  respect 
of  the  year  1958  and  subsequent  years,  the  presence  in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick  hospital  (which 
would  otherwise  weight  unfavourably  the  deathrate  for  that  district). 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  two. 

Deaths  from  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  totalled  51.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and 
bronchus  were  25,  against  13  in  1959,  and  from  all  forms  of  malignant  disease  were  98  against  80 
in  1959. 

Twenty-two  deaths  occurred  in  infants  or  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  ;  319  occurred 
in  persons  aged  65  or  over. 

Accidental  deaths  totalled  25,  compared  with  24,  15,  11,  10  and  17,  in  the  previous  years.  An 
analysis  of  the  deaths  from  accidental  causes  in  1960  shows  8  were  due  to  motor  vehicles  and  17  to 
other  causes. 
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MATERNAL  MORTALITY 


There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  childbirth  in  connection  with  674  live  and  stillbirths 
occurring  in  1960,  giving  a  nil  maternal  mortality  rate.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1960  was  0.39  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths. 


CANCER

This  gives  for  I960  a  cancer  mortality  rate  of  2.4  per  1,000  compared  with  1.99  per  1,000  in 
1959.  The  national  rate  for  1960  was  2.16  per  1,000.  The  25  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  give  for  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  a  death  rate  from  this  cause  of  0.62  compared  with  the 
national  rate  of  0.48. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  801  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  (including  tuberculosis)  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  799  during  1959. 

The  distribution  of  these  cases  as  between  various  age  groups  and  in  the  various  wards  of  the 
town  is  shown  in  Table  V,  while  in  Table  VI  the  infectious  diseases  experience  of  1960  is  seen  along 
with  that  of  the  preceding  25  years. 

There  were  410  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  compared  with  161  in  1959  and  58  in  1958.  One 
hundred  and  seventeen  of  these  cases  were  in  the  5 — 10  year  age  group  The  control  of  this  mild  but 
highly  infectious  disease  is  extremely  difficult  among  young  children.  It  appears  to  spread  directly 
from  child  to  child  through  personal  contact  and  through  the  medium  of  inanimate  objects  such  as 
toys,  pencils  and  lavatory  seats.  The  provision  of  adequate  washing  facilities  in  all  our  schools  (with 
hot  as  well  as  cold  water)  is  the  first  essential. 

The  inculcation  of  the  habit  of  hand-washing  after  visiting  the  toilet  should  be  so  effective 
that  this  becomes  an  automatic  routine  about  which  the  child  does  not  need  to  think. 

For  the  twelfth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  B  occurred. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are  given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and 
IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  17  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  (16  respiratory  and  1  non-respira- 
tory),  and  that  there  were  2  deaths  (both  respiratory).  From  Table  VII  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death 
rate  from  tuberculosis  in  1960  was  0.05  per  1,000  and  for  England  and  Wales  0.075. 

From  Table  VIII  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were,  as  at  the  end  of  1960,  1S3  persons  in  Swinton 
and  Pendlebury  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis,  and  a  further  14  suffering  from  the  non- 
respiratory  form  of  the  disease. 

Modern  methods  of  treatment  have  very  dramatically  reduced  the  death  rate  from  this  disease, 
as  can  be  seen  from  Table  IX.  Unfortunately,  however,  it  happens  in  a  minority  of  cases  that  though 
the  treatment  prolongs  life  for  many  years  it  does  not  effect  complete  cessation  of  activity  of  the  disease 
and  the  patient  passes  into  a  stage  of  chronic  infectivity.  Such  sufferers  from  tuberculosis  have  a  moral 
duty  to  the  community  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  pass  on  their  infection  to  others. 

We  must  never  forget  that  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  its  active  stage  is  an  infectious  disease 
to  which  young  people  and  adolescents  are  particularly  susceptible. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for  many  years  ;  should  the 
disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally  in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely.

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the  choice  of  having  children 
immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months 

(1)  by  a  “  triple  ”  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus  ; 

(2)  by  a  “  combined  ”  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  ; 

(3)  against  whooping  cough  only  ; 

(4)  against  diphtheria  only  ; 

(5)  against  tetanus  only  ; 

(6)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  ; 

(7)  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

In  the  case  of  “  triple  ”,  ”  combined  ”  or  whooping  cough  immunisation,  three  injections  are  given  at 
jntervals  of  not  less  than  one  month. 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and  by  general  practitioners  at 
their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to  general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card 
containing  particulars  of  these  immunisations.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was  offered  during  the  year  to  all  persons  who  have  not  at  the  time 
of  their  application  for  vaccination  reached  the  age  of  forty  and  also  to  the  following  small  groups  : — 

(a)  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a  country  outside  Europe,  other  than  Canada  or  the 
United  States  of  America. 

(b)  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental  hygienists,  student  hygienists,  dental 
surgeons’  chairside  assistants,  and  their  families. 

(c)  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals  and  their  families. 

(d)  Public  health  staff  who  might  come  into  contact  with  poliomyelitis  cases,  and  their  families. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  10,866  residents  had  been  vaccinated  (by  two  injections) 
since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme;  1,519  of  these  vaccinations  were  done  during  the  year 
under  report.  During  the  year  2,654  third  injections  were  given. 

B.C  G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children  about  to  leave  school 
may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin-tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to 
their  being  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shows  them  to  be 
susceptible  to  this  disease.  During  1960,  368  school  children  were  skin-tested  in  this  manner,  334  of 
them  were  found  to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis  and  331  of  them  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 
During  the  year  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  extended  to  school  children  of  14  years  of  age  and  upwards 
and  to  students  attending  lurther  education  establishments.  Any  questions  about  B.C.G.  should  be 
raised  with  the  School  Medical  Officer  at  the  clinic. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951,  gives  power  to  remove  compulsorily  to  hospital  or 
Part  III  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an  advanced  state  of  neglect  and  is 
unwilling  to  go  voluntarily. 

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  SUPERANNUATION  ACTS  1937—1953 

Eighteen  medical  examinations  of  persons  for  admission  under  the  above  Acts  were  made 

during  the  year. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


I.  Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board 

1.  Hospitals 

Two  hospitals  are  situated  within  the  District — (a)  The  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital, 
Pendlebury,  and  ( b )  Swinton  Hospital,  Partington  Lane,  at  which  accommodation  is  provided  for 
mentally  severely  subnormal  children. 

The  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  is  served  in  the  main  by  the  under-mentioned  hospitals: — 

(a)  General-  Salford  Royal  Hospital ;  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme  ;  Eccles  and  Patricroft 
Hospital ;  Hope  Hospital,  Salford. 

( b )  Infectious  Diseases — Ladywell  Hospital,  Salford  ;  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 

(c)  Maternity — Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme  ;  Hope  Hospital,  Salford. 

2.  Tuberculosis  Services

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V.  Public  Baths 


There  is  one  Swimming  Pool  75'  0"  x  30'  0",  containing  approximately  64,000  gallons.  The 
water  is  circulated  by  an  electrically-operated  pump  to  a  9'  0"  diameter  Bell’s  pressure  filter  capable 
of  dealing  with  18,000  gallons  per  hour. 

Before  filtration,  alum  and  soda  are  added.  After  passing  through  the  filter,  the  water  is 
chlorinated  and  aerated,  following  which  it  is  steam  heated  before  being  returned  to  the  pool. 

The  chlorine  and  chemical  treatment  is  controlled  by  regular  estimations  of  the  pH  Value 
and  the  amount  of  available  chlorine. 

The  dressing  rooms  and  pre-cleansing  basins  are  situated  outside  the  pool  area,  so  that  no 
contamination  is  brought  on  to  the  side  walks  by  incoming  bathers. 

Apart  from  the  Swimming  Pool,  there  are  20  Slipper  Baths  and  1  Vapour  Bath,  which  are 
well  patronised. 

Samples  of  the  Swimming  Bath  water  are  sent  regularly  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  to  the  Borough  Analyst  to  ensure  that  the  water  is  maintained  to  a  satisfactory  degree  of 
purity.  The  results  of  these  samples  are  shown  in  Tables  XX  and  XXI  in  the  Appendix. 


VI.  Services  provided  by  Voluntary  Organisations 

The  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  Care  of  the  Elderly  Association  (Hon.  Secretary,  Councillor  Mrs.  C. 
Faucitt,  10,  Sidney  Street,  Swinton)  provides  a  domiciliary  chiropody  service  for  housebound  elderly 
persons.  A  fee  is  paid  to  the  Association  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  each  approved  case 

treated. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  (Centre  Organiser,  Mrs.  E.  Hully,  16,  Laburnum  Avenue, 
Swinton)  provides  a  meals  on  wheels  service  for  old  people  who  are  housebound.  A  proportion  of 
the  cost  of  each  meal  is  subscribed  by  the  Borough  Council  in  respect  of  cases  approved  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  as  being  in  need  of  the  service.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Cleansing 
Department  for  the  year  1960. 

Refuse  Disposal  continues  at  Nelson  Fold  and  Salford  Corporation  are  continuing  their  tipping 
on  the  Rabbit  Hills  with  dry  filling  material.  They  are  ready,  after  a  period  allowed  for  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  land,  to  proceed  with  grading,  soiling  and  seeding,  which  should  result  in  valuable  open 

playing  space. 

The  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  on  a  strictly  weekly  basis  since  the  inauguration 
of  the  incentive  bonus  scheme,  but  salvage  collection,  although  keeping  up  with  estimates,  is  not 

increasing. 

Although  the  next  five  year  housing  plan  is  not  decided  upon  a  great  deal  of  work  is  going 
into  intensive  housing  inspection  and  survey,  and  the  grouping  and  integration  of  some  of  the 
potential  clearance  areas  into  planned  development  will  soon  be  ready  for  submission  along  with 
other  clearance  areas  so  that  a  phased  programme  may  be  arranged. 

In  the  meantime  houses  continue  to  be  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  both  as 
individual  unfit  houses  and  in  clearance  areas,  as  conditions  indicate  the  necessity  for  immediate 
action. 

Seventy-three  houses  were  so  represented  during  the  year. 

We  still  await  confirmation  of  the  first  Smoke  Control  Order,  and  Nos.  2  and  3  are  inspected 
and  ready  for  submission  immediately  the  time  is  opportune. 

The  Corporation  continues  membership  of  the  Consultative  Committee  for  Clean  Air  and 
retains  consultants  in  the  Clean  Air  Advisory  Service,  whose  specialist  advice  has  already  been  taken 
on  a  number  of  occasions  in  regard  to  prior  approval. 

The  Slaughterhouse  report  was  submitted  during  the  year  and  awaits  confirmation.  One 
private  slaughterhouse  may  be  retained  if  the  owner/occupier  elects  to  carry  out  the  very  extensive 
alterations  required. 

The  rodent  service  retains  the  two  rodent  operators  giving  free  service  to  householders  and 
carrying  out  twice  yearly  treatments  of  sewers,  while  rivers  and  streams,  banks,  tips  and  industrial 
premises  are  treated  frequently,  a  charge  being  made  for  the  service  to  commercial  premises.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


1.  HOUSING 


(a)  Slum  Clearance  (Table  XII) 

By  the  end  of  1957  the  families  of  the  pre-war  Clearance  Areas  were  largely  re-housed  and  the 
decision  of  the  Corporation  not  to  build  for  general  needs  but  to  concentrate  on  Slum  Clearance 
made  necessary  an  acceleration  of  the  progress  of  surveying  and  representation.  During  the  year 
73  houses  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health;  21  in  clearance  areas  and  52  as 
individual  unfit  houses,  and  inspections  continued  towards  the  completion  of  the  five  year  plan,  along 
with  other  areas  since  discovered  to  be  unfit. 

(b)  Sanitary  Defects  and  Disrepair  (Tables  XIII,  XIV  and  XV) 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  inspected  during  the  year  was  778,  and  the  number  of  complaints 
investigated  was  938.  As  a  result  of  notices  served  269  houbes  were  “  made  fit.” 

(c)  Rent  Act,  1957. 

During  1956  only  5  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act  of  1954.  This  low  figure  appears  to  indicate  that  that  Act  was  not  encouraging 
owners  to  carry  out  sufficient  repairs  to  qualify  for  the  rent  increase.  Twenty-two  applications  for 
certificates  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  were  made  during  1960.  When  one  takes  account  that  many 
undertakings  are  made  and  carried  out  by  landlords  without  the  necessity  of  intervention  by  the  Health 
Department,  it  would  appear  that  this  Act  is  being  successful  in  getting  reasonable  repairs  carried  out. 

(d)  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958  and  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959 

Applications  continue  to  be  received  for  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  but  it  is  again  noticeable  that  of  the  19  applications,  all  are  from  owner/occupiers,  and  the 
speculative  landlord  does  not  appear  interested. 

After  several  years  of  working  it  does  appear  that  short  of  some  form  of  statutory  enforce¬ 
ment  many  families  will  be  forced  to  continue  to  live  without  these  amenities  which  must  surely  now 
be  accepted  as  a  necessary  part  of  life  in  these  advanced  times. 

(e)  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation  of  Premises 

(i)  Disinfection 

During  the  year  29  houses  were  disinfected  following  cases  of  infectious  disease.  18 
library  books  were  brought  to  the  Department  for  disinfection. 

(ii)  Disinfestation 

92  premises,  of  which  29  were  owned  by  the  Corporation,  were  visited  and  treated  by 
the  staff  of  the  Department  to  eradicate  insect  pests.  In  1 1  cases  disinfestation  of  the 
household  effects  using  Hydrogen  Cyanide  was  carried  out  by  a  private  firm. 

(f)  Sanitary  Accommodation  in  Dwelling  Houses 

All  houses  in  the  Borough  except  three  in  the  unsewered  portion  of  Clifton  House  Road  are 
provided  with  fresh  water  closets,  and  ashbins  are  provided  at  all  houses. 
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2.  ADMINISTRATION  (Tables  XIII  and  XIV) 

During  the  year  7,562  primary  inspections  or  inquiries  and  3,672  re-visits  were  made.  The 
number  of  defects  or  nuisances  discovered  was  816 ;  551  defects  or  nuisances  were  remedied  or 

abated.  A  total  of  203  informal  letters  or  notices  was  sent  out  and  in  68  instances  the  service  of 
Statutory  Notices  was  necessary,  as  indicated  below.

3.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  (Table  XVI) 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

The  confirmation  of  No.  1  Smoke  Control  Area  is  still  awaited  albeit  Nos.  2  and  3  areas  are 
inspected  and  almost  ready  for  submission  at  the  appropriate  time. 

The  Corporation  contribute  to  a  joint  Consultative  Committee  scheme  which  comprises  some 
26  Local  Authorities  and  maintains  instruments  in  each  of  the  authorities  of  its  membership.  In 
this  Borough  we  have  three  lead  peroxide  cylinders  and  two  volumetric  analysis  instruments  installed. 

4.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  (Tables  XVII  to  XXII) 

(a)  General 

Routine  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  premises,  including  shops  and  canteens,  markets 
and  slaughterhouses,  continues,  together  with  regular  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  for  analysis. 
Attention  is  given  to  food  sold  in  the  open  air  at  the  Corporation  Market  and  one  private  market. 
Although  market  traders  appeared  resentful  at  first,  they  now  appear  to  accept  the  restrictions  and 
no  legal  action  has  this  year  been  necessary. 

(b)  Sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs  (Table  XIX) 

138  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  purchased  during  the  year  and  the  Borough  Analyst  reported 
that  2  were  unsatisfactory. 

2  informal  samples  were  incorrectly  labelled  and  the  attention  of  the  packers  was  drawn  to 
the  infringement  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Orders.  The  offending  labels  were  withdrawn  and  satis¬ 
factory  labels  substituted. 

(c)  Milk  Supply  (Tables  XVIII  and  XXI) 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  bottled  outside  the  Borough  by  firms  who  possess 
modern  equipment.  Many  employ  professional  staff  who  regularly  sample  supplies  of  milk  coming 
into  their  dairies  from  farms,  and  so  are  able  to  maintain  the  required  standards.  One  producer 
retailer  bottles  T.T.  milk  on  his  farm  in  this  district. 
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(d)  Ice  Cream  (Tables  XVII,  XX  and  XXI) 

Of  the  11  samples  purchased  during  the  year,  all  were  found  to  comply  with  the  required 
food  standard,  and  all  wrere  bacteriologically  satisfactory.  No  contraventions  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat 
Treatment)  Regulations,  1959,  have  been  observed. 

(e)  Meat  and  Food  Inspection  (Table  XXII) 

668  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  one  licensed  slaughter  house  and  all  were  inspected 
post  mortem.  The  local  butchers  prefer  to  buy  their  meat  “  off  the  hook,”  mostly  from  the 
Manchester  Wholesale  Market.  Condemned  carcase  meat  is  disposed  of  by  the  butcher  to  an  approved 
firm  for  manufacture  into  fertilizers  or  animal  feeding  stuffs.  Other  condemned  foodstuffs  are 
incinerated  or  buried.

8.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  (Tables  XXVI  to  XXVIII)

able,  and  it  is  to  be  anticipated  that  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  will  still  further 
accentuate  this  tendency.  Unit  costing  per  1,000  population  and/or  per  1,000  premises  appears  to 
be  the  only  true  index  of  efficiency  as  the  great  variation  in  bulk  weight  ratio  makes  weighings  very 

misleading.
